Gromy ko looked ahead to negotiations to 
Droaden what Nix on called a first step in 
limiting the bu rden of nu clear arms and a 
first step in redu cing the danger of war 
The President said the accords were

process” in which the two nations fou nd 
they can make progress in checking the 
arm s race. He v oiced hope that fu tu re talks 
will lead to a “world that is mu ch safer" 
and a world that is “ possibly free from the

bu rden of fear of war from all the people of 
the world . ” 
At dinner Monday night and again at

press secretary Ronald L Ziegler said 
He confirmed, in response to qu estions,

bilateral negotiations will continu e in an

“ We are conv inced,” Gromy ko said,

Pettis Cou nty Magistrate Ju dge Frank Armstrong said he 
fav ored the decision by Ju dge Ru ssell to declare the law 
u nconstitu tional

Department Monday night by the City Cou ncil Jabas replaces retiring 
chief Em m ett “ Potts” Vau ght, who is stepping down after 14 y ears as 
the city ’s nu mber one fireman. 
The change-in-command proceedings were highlighted by May or 
Jerry Jones’ reading of Vau ght’s farewell letter to the city . 
In an administrativ e shift proposed by Jones and approv ed by the 
cou ncil, two assistant chiefs were named to fill the v acancy left by the 
elev ation of Jabas. The two new assistant chiefs are Walker Delapp 
and Chester Anderson. 
Another departmental administrativ e alteration resu lted in only one 
captain, Kenneth Su blett, being appointed instead of the u su al two 
Under the new plan, the chief and assistant chiefs wou ld rotate fire 
hou ses to enable the chief to work side-by -side with all firemen 
Ev entu ally , according to Jones, it is hoped one of the assistant chiefs 
can become a training officer. 
Jones Tu esday said his reorganization proposal was made after “an 
ex amination of fire departments in other cities and u pon consu ltation 
with local fire departm ent officials ” 
He said some salary readju .stment will hav e to be made with the 
naming of two persons to the higher pay ing assistant chief position 
This du al increase in salary will be partly offset, Jones ex plained, by 
the remov al of the one captain position 
Commenting on his promotion, Jabas told The Democrat-Capital. “ I 
ju st want to ex press my appreciation to the May or and cou ncil for all 
the confidence they hav e shown in me. I will continu e to giv e Sedalia 
citizens a good fire departm ent as they hav e had in the past ” 
Jabas, who has 27 y ears of serv ice with the fire departm ent, said, “ It 
(fire fighting) has been my entire life and I ju st want to continu e giv ing 
Sedabans the fine fire protection they deserv e.” 
Other promotions annou nced at the cou ncil session were; Ernest 
Carv er, driv er to lieu tenant; and Ronnie Finnell, firemen to driv er.

arm , 
also 
to o k 
care 
o f 
the 
installatio n o f electric heat in the priv ate 10- 
ro o m mano r and its gu est ho u se. 


The reno v atio n was apparently su perv ised 
by Herbert Kalmbach, the President’s 
perso nal lawy er, who will no t discu ss it. 
Thro u gh 
his 
secretary , 
he 
cited 
the 
atto rney -client priv ilege as his reaso n. 


William Ro binso n, the GSA o fficial who 
signed the co ntract fo r the jo b, claims he 
can’t rem em ber it, altho u gh he recalls the 
co ntracts fo r the co nstru ctio n o f the o ffice 
co mplex 


The Secret Serv ice, ho wev er, was ready 
with an imaginativ e ejq)lanatio n 
"The 
heating sy stem,” said a spo kesman, "was 
changed as a resu lt o f o u r su ggestio n that it 
be changed. 


"We co nsidered the fo rmer sy stem to be 
in su ch co nditio n that it was a threat to the 
President’s secu rity . 


"Yo u wo u ldn’t want the President o f the 
United States to be liv ing in a ho u se where 
the heating sy stem co u ld cau se a fire, 
wo u ld y o u ?" the Secret Serv ice man asked 
plaintiv ely 


He wo u ld no t say , ho wev er, what was 
wro ng with the o ld sy stem that made it 
su ch a hazard o r ev en what kind o f sy stem 
it was. 


Fo o tno te; No o ne we co ntacted had a 
reaso n why the President, who se salary is 
$200,000-a-y ear and who se net wo rth has 
been ro cketing u pward since he to o k o ffice, 
was u nwilling to pay fo r the heating sy stem 
himself 


The Army has bally ho o ed Fo rt Carso n in 
Co lo rado Spnngs as its sho wcase fo r 
enlightened Army attitu des 


It was at Fo rt Carso n that the Army first 
eliminated make-wo rk pro jects, civ ilized 
KP 
du ty 
and 
allo wed 
Army -sty le 
Wo o dsto ck ro ck co ncerts. 


Bu t far fro m a bastio n o f enlightenment. 
Fo rt Carso n has beco me — acco rding to 
two men who enfo rce the law there — "a 
hav en fo r criminal actio ns.” 


A 
blistering 
internal 
memo randu m, 
prepared by two members o f Fo rt Carso n’s 
military po lice, states bo ldly that Fo rt 
Carso n’s 
to p brass hav e declared "a 
po liceman’s ho liday in o pening its gates to 
tho se with criminal intent. 


"Unit co mmanders at all lev els o f 
co m m and 
at 
F o rt 
C arso n 
hav e 
demo nstrated repeatedly a high degree o f 
relu ctance in administering pu nishment to 
indiv idu als within their co mmand who 
co mmit crimes ... 


"The cu rrent sy stem o f meting o u t 
pu nishments fo r the mo re serio u s crimes, 
i.e aggrav ated assau lt, armed ro bbery and 
po ssessio n o r u se o f dangero u s dru gs (as 
well as mariju ana) has been rendered 
ineffectiv e.” 


The six -page "info rmatio n paper” was 
prepared by two y o u ng M P lieu tenants, 
Michael G. Kelly and Ro bert Werner, who 
had beco me fed u p with the Army ’s 
relu ctance to pu nish criminals. 


The two MPs v o lu ntarily u nderto o k the 
stu dy , which was finally su bmitted to the 
po st’s pro v o st marshal. The MPs spent 
mo re than 100, wo rking ho u rs apiece, 
checking blo tter entries, interv iewing u nit 
co mmanders and go ing thro u gh the files in 
14 o f the po st’s legal o ffices. 


Of 206 arrests reco rded at Fo rt Carso n 
du ring May and Ju ne o f this y ear, the 
lieu tenants repo rted, 8 2 per cent went 
u npu nished. No cau se, say s the stu dy , 
receiv ed 
max imu m 
pu nishment. 
The 
alleged crimes ranged fro m mo v ing traffic 
v io latio ns to armed ro bbery . Mo re than a 
third o f the arrests inv o lv ed dru gs; 75 
bo o ked bu t o nly 17 pu nished 


Why were co mmanders apathetic abo u t 
crime? The MPs cite sev eral reaso ns. 
Co mmanders, they say , "fear alienating 
their tro o ps and are to o clo se to so me o f 
their men to be impartial and fair in 
disciplining them ”

MPs 
qu o te 
o ne 
co mmander 
admitting; "Altho u gh I ju st pu t a man in 


the sto ckade fo r po s.sessio n o f m ariju ana, if 
my chief clerk were charged with the same 
act. I’d be hard-pressed to take any actio n 
becau se I kno w him so well.” 


In 
additio n, 
the 
MPs 
claim 
that 
co mmanders are o ften u nfamiliar with the 
facts in the case. "So mewhere in the 
distribu tio n chain, po lice info rmatio n is 
pirated in an effo rt to shield the gu ilty fro m 
the CO. Sev eral times in o u r discu ssio ns 
with co mmanders, a 
u nit co mmander 
wo u ld intim ate that he had nev er been 
info rmed that a certain case ev en ex isted.” 


Co nclu ded the MPs: "Well-meaning as 
they 
may 
be. 
co mmanders 
are 
still 
u npro fessio nal ju rists.” 


At the Pentago n, the Army v erified the 
au thenticity o f the MP stu dy bu t claimed 
the blo tter entries in the stu dy failed to 
describe precisely the alleged crimes. 
Army installatio ns prefer to emphasize 
prev entio n rather than pu nishment o f 
crime, said a spo kesman. We also spo ke to 
o ne o f the au tho rs o f the stu dy , Lt. Ro bert 
W erner, a West Po int gradu ate, who 
declared: "I am willing to stake my career 
o n these findings.”

Republicans were staging a 
$100-a-plate fund-raising dinner 


across town in honor of Sen 
Bob Dole, GOP national chair­ 
man. 
At Wichita, Salinger lashed 
out at Nixon for what he 
termed the way Kansas farm­ 
ers were cheated in grain sales 
to the Soviet Union at the ex­ 
pense of excessive profits for 
wheat exporters 
The former press secretary 
for the late John F. Kennedy 
also said Nixon had failed to 
live up to his promises to end 
the Vietnam War. 


In 
Emporia, 
Salinger de­ 
scribed the duties of a presi­

Laser Successful 
In Burn Surgery 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP> - An 
invisible laser beam that cuts 
more sharply than any scalpel 
has been used successfully to 
remove dead skin from burn 
victims and repair damaged in­ 
ternal organs in animals, medi­ 
cal researchers report 
Dr James P Fidler. director 
of the Cniversity of Cincinnati 
.Medical Center’s laser labora­ 
tory. discussed 
his research 
team’s new surgical laser at 
the opening of the College of 
Surgeons Mth annual cbnical 
congress here .Monday 
Fidler said the technique uses 
an electnc arc to excite mole- 
i ules of carbon dioxide gas un­ 
til they send out a beam of in­ 
tense. highly focused, and co­ 
herent radiation 
W hen aimed at tissue through 
a microscope, this laser beam s 
bursts of invisible bght produc­ 
es a spot of heat less than a 
hundredth of an inch deep, 
enabbng it to cut more pre­ 
cisely than any scalpel. Fidler

four severely damaged burn

Ichord Promises 
Fight on Proposal

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
chief sponsor of a bill to outlaw 
unauthorized trips by Ameri­ 
cans to Hanoi says he'll win in 
the long run even though he 
lost his bid to take a legislative- 
short cut. 


" I ’m running against time," 
said Rep Richard H Ichord, 
D-Mo.. chairman of the Inter­ 
nal Security Com’mittee, after 
he fell 18 votes short of .the two- 
thirds majority needed under a 
procedural maneuver in the 
House Monday 
With the congressional ses­ 
sion draining away. Ichord said 
he would ask the House Rules 
Committee to let him bring the 
bill back to the floor soon under 
rules allowing it to pass with a 
simple majority The bill has 
the backing of Rules Com­ 
mittee Chairman William M 
Colmer. D-Miss 
The leading opponent of the 
bill. Rep Robert F Drinan. D- 
Mass.. a" member of Ichord’s 
committee, claimed the bill 
would let the president block 
tnps by journalists and fami­ 
lies of prisoners of war 
"This is the first victory for 
civil 
liberties 
within 
Living 
memory on the floor of the 
House." Drinan said 


The bill attracted 229 support­ 
ers and 141 opponents, but 
failed to gain the two-thirds 
majority needed to pass under 


the terms by which the House 
suspends its rules 
" I ’m very happy with the 
vote.” Ichord said "It shows 
the 
bill 
will 
pass 
over­ 
whelmingly when it is consid­ 
ered by the House ” under (he 
usual method of obtaining a so- 
called "ru le”—a special plan 
for floor action—from the Rules 
Committee 
The legislation woutd make it 
a felony, punishable by up to 10 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine, for an American to visit a 
country fn armed conflict with 
the United States unless the 
trip had presidential approval. 
The bill was prompted by vi­ 
sits to North Vietnam by ac­ 
tress Jane Fonda, former Atty.' 
Gen Ramsey Clark, and other 
war critics. 
But Drinan called the bill un­ 
constitutional and a threat to 
free speech and the rights of 
newsmen who could be "pre­ 
vented from reporting the news 
from Hanoi as they see it.”

out any bleeding, the study re­ 
ported The excised area was 
so clean that skin grafts took 
more quickly than after con­ 
ventional surgerv*. Fidler said 
He said experiments on ani­ 
mals give hope the laser will be 
useful in surgery to repair vital 
organs such as the liver, which 
now frequently cause death 
after ruptunng because they 
contain an extremely high num­ 
ber of blood vessels 
Bursts of radiation from the 
carbon monoxide beam were 
used to slice away damaged 
liver tissue in dogs.
